Tlie Jury Will Probably Briuff iu 


a Verdict of Guilty iu 


Her Case.

FKANCIBCO, February 15.—Tbe 


Mariposa arrived this morning, giving 
the following advices from Honolulu un- 
der date of February 8th : 


Lilinokalanl Dominig, the ex-tjueen of 


Hawaii, was arraigned on a-charge of 
vtiBprituon of treason. 


The deposed monarch, who ia repre- 


nenttid by Paul Neiiman, refused to 
plead, BO a plea of not guilty waa 
entered. 
The testimony of witnesses 


aufliced to prove to an impartial ob- 
server that she was awaro tho rebellion 
waa to be started. The Queen wna 
placed on tho stand in her own behalf. 
.Direct examination waa confined to an 
alleged conversation between hor and 
Charles Clark, who testified that lie 
Inured her proposed rebellion, ^lie de- 
nied that any aueh conversation took 
place. After hor (ncamination a state- 
ment written by her WHH filed. Tt com- 
mences with :i history of the time when 
9)10 was deposed and goes on to say: 


"Tlio movement undertaken by tho 


Ha Wiii i an s last month was absolutely 
commenced without 
my 
knowledge, 


sanction, consent or assistance, and this 
fuel ia iu truth well known to thoao who 
took pnrt ID it. 


"I received no information from any- 


one in regard to arms which were to be 
Srovided, nor of any men who were in- 


iieeii, or to be induced, to join in such 


uprising. 


"I do not know why this information 


should have been withheld from me. It 
would nut have received my sanction, 
and I assure thu gentlemen of this com- 
misttion that it I had known of any such 
intention I would havo dissuaded the 
promoters from such u venture. 
"That 1 intended to change my cabi- 


net and la apinint certain olttcera of the 
kingdom in tho event of my restoration, 
1 v/ill admit. Before the 24th of Janu- 
ary, 181)5, the day upon which I for- 
mally called upon my people to reeog- 
nix« the republic of Hawaii au tho only 
lawful government of these islands, and 
to support that government, I claim that 
J I mil the right to select a cabinet in an- 
ticipation ol a possibility, and tho his- 
torv of othor governments support this 
right. 


"1 must deny your right to try me in 


tlie manner by the court which you 
have willed together for this purpono. 
In your Jictiona you violate your own 
•CfinHtitntion and lawn, "which are now 
lim lawn uf thu Iaiid."

After ClevolMid's answer 
to the commission she became more ag- 
gressive, and be(-an to listen with grow- 
ing favorto thoao urging an uprising on 
the part of tho natives. According to 
the diary Rudolph Spreckels called to 
Bee her often, and is represented as ad- 
vising her to fight it put. She did not 
agree with him until during Ins last 
stay in Honolulu. He indicated that 
flhe could yet plenty of money in San 
Francisco to buy arms and carry out a 
successful rebellion. He ia also a «ill- 
ins agent of her ladyship. 
The last entry o( the diary was made 


December 28, 189-1, and closed with: 
"Signed eleven commissions today." 
These were the commission for the olli- 
cers of tho new government referred to 
in tlio testimony of her private secre- 
tary. 


The documents have been concealed 


t --or destroyed and her attorney has en- 


deavored to prove that they never ex- 
isted. This entry clinches the govern- 
. moat's poaitions. 


The jury will probably bring in a ver- 


dict of guilty of the ex-Queen, notwith- 
standing her 
denial. 
Sentence waa 


passed, but it is believed that she will 
not be imprisoned, but will be allowed 
•freedom on her own recognizance. 


The nest case to be tried will be thai 


•of Jonah Kanionaole. He was a prince 
under tho monarchy .inil was to be 
King in ciise the rebellion was success- 
ful. 
The Queen was to abdicate in his 


behalf in order to keep Princess Xaiu- 
iani from the throne. The fact ia well 
known by the English* residents who 
have but litt'e sympathy for the Queen 
and her rebellions. 


Tbe Wtwrimo'fl departure for Victoria 


was delayed for two hours in order to 
give Johnston, Miller and Cranstoun, 
the banished men, an opportunity to 
see their respective counsels. Johnston 
talked to British Commissioner Hawea, 
;nfter which lie slated that he was salta- 
ticd to go. The German consul also 
objected in tho case of Miller.

M. Hatch, miniater of foreign affairs, 
sent a letter expressing the desirability 
of exercising caution in editorial com- 
ments upon the otn6ia) conduct of tho 
United States representative in Hawaii. 


The government is coHecting evidence 
against Rudolph Sprockets, but no move 
will bo made in his case until tho au- 
thorities are certain that he WHS mixed 
tip in tho rebellion. 


A ruaior was started to the effect that 


Carl Widminn, William Craig And 
Louia Madahall, three men convicted of 
treason, were to be deported today, 
along with a number of others. When 
told of the rumor a cabinet officer 
atatod that there waa no truth in the 
story. He said the government h»d no 
intention of tending th* men n»m«d 
^ away. They will be kept in jail until 


the sentence of tho military court is car- 
ried out. But one muii will bu sent on 
the Mnriposa. His name is K. Franz, 
aged IU, and is charged with conspiracy. 


On tho ateamer Australia, leaving 


here on the 23d instant, a number of 
men now under arrest will be allowed to 
leave the country, with the understand- 
ing that they cannot return without the 
permission of the government. In the 
meantime an act will be passed to cover 
their cases. It is understood that the 
law will prohibit their return. Among 
the men allowed to leave will bo .fames 
Brown, Fred Wundonberg, Ueor^o Kit- 
man, John White, Charles Oreighton, 
E. B. Thomas and F. H. lied ward. 
White and Hitman made the dynamite 
shells that were to be used by the reh- 
el8. Peterson and Creighton were both 
cabinet officers at one time. Wunden- 
berg was formerly postmaster general. 


Up to date the military court baa dis- 


posed of 65 cases. It convicted 02 men, 
acquitted two, and one case, that of the 
Queen's, is pending. 


Since last advices tho court has tried 


twenty-one native rebels, V. V. Ash- 
ford, John Cumuiings, John Wise and 
Captain Davien. J. J. Bowler and V.V. 
Aahford have ueon found guilty of mis- 
prialon of treason. 
Cuiumings and 


Davies both pleaded guilty to a charge 
of treason. The latter was the master 
of the steamer Waranalo, the vessel 
that landed tho arms for the rebels. 
The government has liberated John 8. 
Walker, Thomas Kawlius and Henry S. 
Winton on their own recognizance. Too 
men are charged with conspiracy. It ia 
understood Unit a number of tho prison- 
ers, who have business interests, will bu 
liberated after the departure of the 
Muriposa. 


A well defined rumor eaya that Ad- 


miral Beardtilee has been instructed to 
raise the ilug of tho United States over 
Pearl harbor. It is intimated Unit the 
United States government will take 
possession of thu harbor under guaran- 
teed treaty rights and virtually declare 
n protectorate over the islands. Ad- 
iiirnl Ilufirdelee is said to ho in posses- 
lion of the authority necessary. 


F. D. Walker, owner of tlio nehooner 


Normu, which recently arrived from 
Victoria with a cargo of eulinon, has 
been refused papers to leave tho coun- 
try. The authorities believe that the 
Nornni is used in smuggling. 


-SNOW IN GEORGIA. 


OUANGK TRKKS AND EAllliY VEtJ- 


BTABLKS KILLED. 


Thu Most Serious Storm in tho Mem- 


ory or tlio Present UCH- 


oration. 


ATLANTA, Ga., 
February 
1T». — The 


worst snowstorm in tlio memory of tho 
present generation is now prevailing 
throughout (ioorgia. In Atlanta it has 
fallen heavily sinco early morning, and 
tho ground ia now covered with live 
itidies of snow on four inches of the 
frozen rom'una ol Sunday nigh*'a storm. 
Tho trolley car system is puralyned, and 
practically no business is being tniiia- 
acttd. Tho streets are given over to im- 
provised sleighs, and merry snowball- 
ing parties arc enjoying tlio unaccus- 
tomed sport. 


At DiiruMi on the coim, tho ground is 


i-oveml with enow four iiiuhus deep. 
This is thu first time in the history of 
this ancient town that such a thing has 
happened. Twenty years ago thoro was 
a fnil of miow, but it was gone in two 
hours. There has never been such a BU- 
vero Hpoll of weather us has hueii ex pis- 
rieiiced for the last fuw weeks. All tho 
orange trees and early vegetables are 
killed. 


Thomasvillo, the famous winter re- 


sort, had a three-inch full of snow last 
light and bleigh bulls am ringing in the 
itrccU, tho first in the history of tho 
town. 


At Qnitmnn tho first snow that has 


fallen since 1870 fell last night. It began 
at 7 o'clock and continued for two 
hours, about three and one-hiilf inches 
falling. Tha situation is n novel one lo 
Quitnian and business is supcnded with 
everybody. 


At Iltichanan the snow and sleet has 


stopped all sawmills and other works in 
the country. 


InTelfaro county the heaviest snow 


ever known in this section fell last 
nichtto the depth of throe inches and 
turned into a line sleet this morning 
Cattle on the range are dying from the 
effects of the protracted cold weather.

The success of the 
government of 


Hawaii in conducting its treason cases 
was due to the Incriminating evidence 
given by Captain William Davies of the 
steamer Waimanolo. 


The manner in which 
the sworn 


statement was wrung from Davleo is in- 
teresting, as showing the peculiar legal 
process at present existing in 
the 


Hawaiian islands. 
Davies 
and his 


mate, Knudsen, were arrested on the 
morning of January 6th. 
Knudsen 


made a confession telling what little he 
knew. Davies, who is an American cit- 
izen, refused to give any information, 
and, while protesting his innocence, de- 
manded an interview with the United 
.States minister. 
This wits refused. 


Davies waa then taken into the prison 
yard, where he was shown two ring- 
bolts in tho yard above his head. The 
uniformed inquisitors of tho govern- 
ment then gave the captain to under- 
stand thut if a complete confession was 
not forthcoming he would bo strung up 
by the thumbs. 


D.iyies did not Hindi, but demanded 


that if tho American minister could not 
come thu consul general should bi: in- 
formed thut he, us an American citizen, 
wished to see him. 


Hie protest wua in vain. His leys 


were bound below the knees and his 
thumbs were lashed with whipcords to 
the ringbolts. A box was placed below 
him, BO that tho unfortunate man's toed 
just touched it. Daviea was stripped to 
tho waist, while Marshal Hitchcock, At- 
torney General Smith and Surgeon 
Cooper, with a stenograpor, awaittrd thu 
statement which they believed would ho 
shortly forthcoming. They wore mis- 
taken. 
Davies 
would not weaken. 


Sweat oozed from every pore. The 
strong man, in his agonies, begged a 
drop of water to cool the thirst that 
consumed him. The tendons of tho 
victim's limbs stood out like strands of 
rope; tho blood-vessels knotted on his 
arms and legs, swelling as if ready to 
burst with congestion.

Formed This Year. 


The county is growing in population 


and wealth. There is a demand in 
many quarters for increased school facil- 
ities.

Heretofore Dps I'a-

in Fresno. The country ia settling up 
rapidly, and a school is wanted with a 
district entirely in this county. 


There is to bo a school at lluxelton's, 


on Kings river. This was one of tlio 
first schools opened in Fresno county, 
and for many years it was an important 
ono; but live or six yi?ars ago the peo- 
ple moved away, and the district lapsed. 
Of lato, however, tho country has takou 
now life, and has settled up so that a 
school ia needed. It is in the midst of 
tho orange and lemon district above 
Ouiiturville. 


There are petitions for five other new 


districts. One ia to be called Thermal, 
and is situated near Dry creek, a few 
miles back from tho plains.
